We  chose  a  cushion-shaped  ruby  for  our  class  ring  which  we  received  in  December, 
the  day  before  our  Christmas  holidays. 

Our  senior  year  came  and  passed  most  swiftly  of  all.  The  goal  we  set  many  years 
ago  had  been  obtained.  The  life  of  a  senior  was  the  happiest  and,  yet,  the  saddest 
experience  we  had  ever  known.  We  were  happy  because  we  had  made  preparations 
for  the  future  and  sad  because  we  were  parting.
